The  available  accommodation  consisted  of  245  beds,  207  being 
for  children  and  38  for  females  over  the  age  of  16  years.

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TUBERCULOSIS  OF  BONES  AND  JOINTS. 

Forty-four  patients  suffering  from  bone  and  joint  tuberculosis 
were  discharged  and  two  died.  One-  woman  left  hospital  at  her 
own  request  eleven  days  after  admission.  The  remaining  45  patients 
were  treated  to  completion.  Of  these  41,  or  91.9  per  cent,  were 
discharged  “disease  quiescent." 

Tuberculous  Meningitis  supervening  on  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Spine  caused  the  death  of  a  girl  aged  7  years,  and  the  other  death 
was  in  an  adult  suffering  from  multiple  tuberculous  lesions  with 
marked  toxaemia.

Twenty-two  cases  of  tuberculous  adenitis  were  discharged, 
95  per  cent,  being  apparently  quiescent  after  an  average  stay  of 
104  days. 


TUBERCULOSIS  OF  THE  ABDOMEN. 

Fourteen  such  cases  were  discharged.  Thirteen,  i.e.,  92.8 
per  cent,  were  quiescent,  and  their  average  stay  in  hospital  was 
333  days. 

LUPUS. 

One  case  of  lupus  involving  the  extremities  and  trunk  was 
discharged  quiescent  after  677  days. 

The  second  patient  was  a  girl  of  8  years.  The  lupus  involved 
the  nose,  mouth  and  nasopharynx.  She  was  discharged  unimproved.

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TUBERCULOSIS  OF  THE  RENAL  TRACTS. 

Two  patients  received  treatment  and  were  discharged  improved 
after  110  days.  They  had  no  demonstrable  tuberculous  lesion 
elsewhere  in  the  body. 

NON-TUBERCULOUS  CONDITIONS. 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  patients  of  this  group.  They  were 
as  follows  : — 

(1)  A  woman  of  30  years,  suffering  from  lymphadenoma. 
She  was  sent  to  us  as  a  case  of  tuberculous  adenitis  and  died  80  days 
after  admission.  Biopsy  of  a  cervical  gland  before  death  revealed 
lymphadenomatous  changes.  It  is  noteworthy  that  this  was  the 
second  case  of  lymphadenoma  admitted  during  1938  with  the 
provisional  diagnosis  of  tuberculous  cervical  adenitis. 

(2)  A  girl  of  4  years  died  from  Cceliac  Disease  after  685  days  in 
hospital.  She  had  been  referred  to  us  as  a  case  of  abdominal 
tuberculosis. 


(3)  A  girl  of  15  years  died  from  septic  arthritis  of  the  hip 
after  235  days.  The  arthritis  had  arisen  as  a  complication  of 
scarlatina  before  admission.

Fifteen  cases  were  discharged  in  good  condition  after  a  mean 
period  of  treatment  of  231  days.

Two  hundred  and  seventy-one  metal,  leather  and  celluloid 
splints  were  constructed  for  use  within  the  hospital  and  in  local 
clinics.  For  the  latter  4,244  surgical  alterations  to  boots  and  shoes 
were  made.  The  total  of  plaster  of  Paris  splints  used  was  505.

Cases  were 
not  admitted  to  the  wards  but  arrangements  for  their  reception 
into  other  hospitals  were  made  whenever  necessary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

As  in  previous  years,  every  precaution  was  taken  against  the 
introduction  of  infectious  disease.  Of  the  140  children  admitted, 
five  (£.5  per  cent.)  proved  to  be  carriers  of  virulent  diphtheria  bacilli 
and  were  transferred  to  an  isolation  hospital.  Seven  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  one  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  wards. 

AFTER-CARE. 

The  after-care  of  all  cases  discharged  was  the  responsibility 
of  the  local  authorities  in  the  districts  to  which  the  patients  returned.
